LIQUID 
FUEL 
FOR 
IRONCLADS. 


An Fiperlm ent Onlsrwl l» y the Ko<*sinn 
M inister of Ma rine—An Adv a nta g e. 
The Ru ssian minister of marine lias 
ordered liqu id fu el fu rnaces t> 1«* fitttnj 
to the ironclad Tchesmo. now u nder 
cou rse of completion at Seb astopol. 
The 
decision is one of a very imj>ortant char­ 
acter, since, althou gh liqu id fu el has l# *en 
applied to vessels of fairly large dimen­ 
sions, this is the first time the u se of it 
has b een attempted on ironclads. 
On the Caspian sea the Ru ssian adm ir­ 
alty has u sed nothing b u t liqu id fu el for 
its fleet there ft* the last fifteen years. 
That fleet, however, consists only of gu n­ 
b oats and small transports. 
In the Black 
sea it has applied liqu id fu el to two or 
three* torpedo lx>ats, and latterly some 
steamers, b u ilt at St. Petersb u rg for the 
Oxu s, have b een fitted with petroleu m 
fu rnaces. 
The government now seems 
to consider tin* time rqK) for fu rther de­ 
velopments. 
The l**st types of fu rnaces 
in u se in the Caspian have !>een called 
u pon to yield collectively the l*‘.st designs 
for the Tehesrne, and in du e cou rse the 
Ru ssian government will solve one way 
or the other the deb ated qu estion whetlier 
liqu id fu el is su perior to coal on l>oard 
men-of-war. 
Tin* advantages claimed b y 
Ru ssian practice are defined b y Mr. Mar­ 
vin as follows: 
“ Liqu id fu el can be* tu rned on or r,*7 
like gas, thu s dis{)ensing with stoking or 
b anked fires; it is clean and emits no 
smoke. 
A ton of liqu id fu el can do the 
work of two or three tons of coal, occu py­ 
ing at the same time, b u lk for b u lk, ab ou t 
half the space; and thu s means that either 
the vessel can go two or three times u s 
far withou t stopping to coal, or u tilize 
the b u nker space for cargo pu rposes. 
In 
this manner 1,000 tons of oil not only 
goes as far as ‘2,500 tons of coal (accord­ 
ing to the type of fu rnace u sed), hu t 
takes u p only the b u nker space of 500 or 
600 tons, and allows the b alance of 2,000 
tons to Ik* applied to passenger or cargo 
pu rposes. ’ ’ 
In the case of Ru ssia there is one more 
advantage which has prob ab ly influ enced 
the minister of marine more than any of 
the foregoing—the fact that b y u sing 
liqu id fu el in the Black sea Ru ssia will 
render herself independent of English 
coal.— Broad Arrow. 


An A n ecd o te of Herr Ilrupp. 
The German papers continu e to pu b ­ 
lish nu merou s anecdotes of the late Herr 
Kru pp. 
The Vienna Extrab latt gives the 
following 
interesting 
incident which 
marked the visit of the Emperor William 
to the Essen works: The emperor dis­ 
played great interest in the working of 
the steam hammer, and Ilerr Kru pp took 
the opportu nity of speaking in high praise 
of the workman who had sjtecial charge 
of it. 
“ Ackerman has a su re eye, ’ ’ he 
said, “ and can stop the falling hammer 
at any moment. A hand might b e placed 
on the anvil withou t fear, and he wou ld 
stop the ham mer within a hair’s b readth 
of it.” 
“ Let u s try it,” said the empe­ 
ror, “ b u t not with a hu man hand—try 
my w atch,” and he laid it, a splendid 
specimen of work richly set with b rill­ 
iants, on the anvil. 
Down came the* im­ 
mense mass of steel, and Ackerman, with 
his hand on the lever, stopi>ed it ju st the 
sixth of an inch from the watch. 
When 
he went to hand it b ack, the emperor re­ 
plied kindly: “ No, Ackerman; keep the 
watch in memory of an interesting mo­ 
m ent.” 
The workman, emb arrassed, 
stood with ou tstretched hand, not know­ 
ing what to do. 
Kru pp came forward 
and took the watch, saying: “ I'll keep 
it 
for you if you are afraid to take it from 
his m ajesty.” 
A few minu tes later they 
again passed the spot, and Kru pp said: 
“ Now you can take the emperor's present 
from my hand,” and handed Ackerman 
the watch wrapped u p in a thou sand- 
m ark note. — Boston Transcript.

C h a r le s Sum ner*» W o rk H oorn. 
Bu t his stu dy, or work room, as he was 
wont to call it, was as rich in engravings 
as in b ooks and mpnu srripts. 
It was a 
large room on the second floor, with three 
windows looking ou t on Vermont avenu e, 
one of the widest in that part of the city, 
perhaps the most b eau tifu l in W ashing­ 
ton. 
At one end was his own hu ge desk 
fu ll of drawers and pigeon hob 's, with its 
long, wide, flat top always cu ml**red with 
jtapers. 
At the other end was his clerk's 
desk. 
In the center of the room was an­ 
other long, flat tab le. 
In corners were 
other tab les of lesser size. 
And there, too, 
were a lou nge and many chairs of differ­ 
ent kinds. 
Bu t all were loaded with 
b ooks, letters, congressional b ills, docu ­ 
ments and manu scripts. 
To seat a gu est, 
it was often necessary to empty a chair 
b y du mping its contents on the floor. 
He was systematic in his disorder, and 
cou ld always find the paj>er or lxx>k he 
wanted, provided it had not !**en mis­ 
placed b y another person. He even knew 
the stratu m it occu pied. 
Engravings 
covered the entire wall space not taken 
b y b ook cases. 
They even hu ng on the 
d()or panels, and generally one or more 
leaned against a clu iir or tab le. The great 
reclining chair he u sed for reading stood 
b y the center tab le with a swinging leaf 
attached for writing; b u t he sat mere 
often at his desk in a revolving chair, 
from which he cou ld reacli the b ooks b e 
called his tools on the movab le Ux>k case 
which was ranged b ehind him. 
He was 
wont to say that the pictu re's on the walls 
of this room were su ggestions and inspira­ 
tions. 
There were six, arou nd which, as 
arou nd centers, other pictu res hu ng as if 
to define or illu strate them .— Arnold 
Bu rges Johnson in The Cosmopolitan. 


A Pla n of H ea lth Insura nce. 
The astu te Chinese, who were discu ss­ 
ing civil service reform when ou r ances­ 
tors were b u ilding the reed hu t and hu rl­ 
ing the flint tipped javelin, are said to 
pay their medical attendants regu larly so 
long as they enjoy good health, b u t 
promptly to discontinu e their remittances 
on the first api>earance of sickness, to re­ 
su me only on recovery—which, no dou b t, 
has arisen from their ab su rdly attem pting 
to live u p to a foolish old proverb of ou rs 
ab ou t “ an ou nce of prevention.” 
The plan which I wou ld resj>ectfu lly 
su b mit is b riefly as follows; 
That at the 
b eginning of the calendar year each indi­ 
vidu al or family shou ld engage his family 
attendant for the next twelve months, 
agreeing to pay him a specified annu al 
salary in advance, either in fu ll or in 
qu arterly or monthly installments. 
The 
physician, on b is part, shou ld agree to 
render any ami all professional services 
requ ired, except operations or manipu la­ 
tions requ iring the skill and training of a 
specialist, for the annu al consideration 
specified, which might readily lie fixed 
according to some rate per capita or per 
familiau i laid down in the fee b ill. 
The 
physician shou ld fu rther agree, in con­ 
sideration of the su m specified, to make 
an annu al or semi annu al inspection of 
the sanitary condition of the hou se and 
premises of his client and to offer su ch 
su ggestions as he saw fit in regard to the 
diet or hab its of life of himself or his 
family; in short to act as general adviser 
on all matters of hygiene or therapeu tics. 
The system might b riefly and perhaps 
not inaptly he describ ed as a scheme of 
health insu rance.—North American Re­ 
view.

Du mmy men are strictly within the 
property department, b u t when u sed as 
they were in “ Henry V ” at Sadlers 
Wells they rise to the point of stage 
effect of no ordinary character.
